VHF Radiation - = from ET's ? ? 


There is a radiation emission from the antennas of HTs that can 
cause serious problems. The emission is known as non-ionizing 
radiation, which is a form of energy heat that is absorbed by 

the body. The human eye, and particularly the lenses of the eye, 
cannot relieve itself of the heat transmitted and this can lead 
to cataract problems and other eye diseases. All users of these 
radios are being advised to hold the unit at least 3 inches from 


the face and to avoid contact with the antenna and the eyes.

WS5YI REPORT 


FAA AND FCC HELPS CLEAR UP CABLE TV.RFI IN KANSAS CITY AREA 


The Olathe Area (KA#FMZ) Repeater Group amateurs, led by John Furman, K@LFA, has 
produced some positive results from the Kansas City FCC Field Office and the FAA Central 
Region Office. The problem surfaced in early fall 1981 and met with hostile dialog 
between the local cablevision company and the amateurs who were experiencing interference 
on Cable Channel E, 145.25 MHz. Their attitude changed, once the FAA and the FCC 
entered the picture. 


Donald J. Schneider, Chief of the FAA Airway Facilities Division in Kansas City, 
sent a representative to accompany FCC engineers, to Lawrence to make cable TV leakage 


measurements. Levels up to 250 microvolts/meter were revealed (more than 10 times the 
permissible level) on 133.25 MHz, an air traffic control frequency. : 

FCC CATV specialist Mike Freeman contacted KBfQJ, Frank Fields, of Lawrence, 
Kansas, during February and_arranged_ to conduct cable TV performance tests. Both Freeman 
and another FCC engineer, Stuart Overby, found the Lawrence system to have excessive 
radiation. Part 76.605 of the FCC rules permits radiation leakage not to exceed 20 
microvolts per meter measured at 10 feet on frequencies between 54 and 216 MHz. | 
Sunflower Cablevision Company has become most cooperative now that the FAA and FCC are 
involved, Frank Fields wrote me. "Funny how the interest is from 108 to 136 MHz (FAA | 
frequencies), but not 144 to 148 MHz. At any rate, we got their attention." The problem 
has been corrected and was attributed to loose cable connectors and a possible illegal 
cable drop line. 
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FCC DELETES OBSOLETE TECHNICAL RULES FROM PART 97..... — a 


In other FCC actions, the Commission has deleted two outdated Part 97 sections 
dealing with frequency measurement and purity of emissions from the Amateur Radio Service 
Rules. At the April lst Commissioner's Open Meeting, the FCC said "nearly all radio 
transmitting equipment now- employ an adequately filtered DC plate power supply." Section 
97.71 required the licensee of an amateur radio station operating below 144 MHz to use an 
adequately filtered transmitter power supply. A poorly filtered transmitter power supply 
transmits an undesirable hum which can interfere with other transmissions. 


Noting that the Amateur Radio Service Rules "specify quantitatively the standard for 
purity of emissions for all amateur transmissions" the FCC said that the phrase 
"adequately filtered" is... "inappropriate as a technical standard." It further stated 
that "the rule itself is inappropriate and outmoded and has no present or future utility 
or effect." The deleted rule dates from the early days of radio, when a well-filtered DC 
power supply was more difficult to obtain. 


_ Also eliminated was the "frequency measurement and regular check rule" (Section 
97.74) of the Amateur Radio Service Rules which "requires the Amateur licensee to provide 


for measuring the station's emitted carrier frequency and to establish procedures for 
independently checking it regularly." 


The Commission noted three serious problems with the rule: 
-- The requirements to "provide for" and "establish procedures" were not the same as 


actually measuring and checking the frequency, thus making the rule unenforceable because 
of its lack of specificity; am, 


-- Today's transmitters and receivers are often one unit — a transceiver -- unlike 
older equipment which was made up of two separate units which made it possible for the 


operator to check the transmitted frequency with the receiver. "Amateurs would have to 
obtain another piece of equipment to comply with the rule, an unnecessary burden on 
them," said the Commission. 


-- The regulatory interest the deleted rule sought to promote already is covered by 
Section 97.63 requiring all transmitted emissions to be confined within the authorized 
Amateur band. 


"Since the rule is unenforceable, burdensome _and_ unnecessary," the FCC said "its 


elimination advances the FCC's objective of eliminating all unnecessary rules." (Action 
4/1/82 by Order - FCC 82-152/3.) a

NEW JERSEY 'SCANNER' BILL GETS INTRODUCED INTO STATE LEGISLATURE 


A so-called "Scanner Bill" to amend a New Jersey Law (NJS 2A:127-4) permitting radio 
amateurs to install receivers capable of receiving police and fire frequencies in tucif 
vehicles without having a permit from the local chief of police has been reintroduced 
into the New Jersey legislature. In prior attempts to pass such legislation, similar 
bills were either vetoed or not acted upon. 


New Jersey State Senator James Saxton (R-8th District) has introduced S-1135 at the pm 
request of Tom Sundstrom, W2XQ, of Vincetown, NJ. The bill has been assigned to the 
Transportation and Communicatiuons Committee of the Senate. “

CALIFORNIA AMATEURS GET CABLE TV ORDINANCE DRAFTED TO THEIR ADVANTAGE 


The city of Torrance, California, (population 130,000) in the southern part of the

Los Angeles megalopolis has been studying and considering various cable TV services. The 
Hughes Aircraft Company Am Amateur Radio Club - armed with information from this newsletter, 
the ARRL, Part 76 (which governs cable TV) and other sources - drafted a letter to the 


city council directing their attention to cable TV difficulties arising elsewhere in the 
nation. 


City Councilwoman, Katy Geissert, took the letter to heart and immediately sent 
copies to the other five council members, the mayor, the city attorney and to 
Teleprompter. (It didn't hurt that Mrs. Geissert's husband, Bill, was KA6CZL and married 
daughter, Ann, KA6AYJ, and that she was a personal friend of the wife of the Hughes ARC 
president, KN6H.) The city attorney was further instructed to draft the city ordinance 
in_such_a_ manner that the interests of the amateur radio community were protected. 


Teleprompter responded to the letter stating that "If... interference... Is

discovered to be a probiem to the use of Channel F cable signals, then... Teleprompter

will discontinue the use of Channel E cable signals." Copies of the Teleprompter letter 


were forwarded to the Hughes ARC by Mrs. Geissert with a note indicating it "... will 
travel as_a part of the City's contract." Sera 


The city also noted that Channel K is of equal concern to hams. Teleprompter's

response was "we'll take care of it if a att develops." There are over 100 repeaters 
in the 220-mHz band in Los Angeles and Channel K_ 1s 223.25 mHz. The city council further 


suggested that the Hughes ARC contact Teleprompter, indicating willingness to work with 
them should problems develop. 


Hugnes ARC prez, Charles Lobb, KN6H, feels that the timing of their letters probably 
had more to do with their success in getting the interests of the amateur community 
protected than anything else. The Hughes letter arrived just before preparation of. the 


cable TV ordinance but after the cable firm was selected. Lobb said "Hams considering a 


similar presentation In their communities should aim for this 'window' when the city 
council is most receptive."
